The appeals court gave attorneys 
for H R 
Haldeman and John I) 
Khrlichman 
—two 
of 
Nixon's 
former closest aides —and Gordon 
Strachan until 5 p m 
Monday to 
seek help from the U.S. Supreme 
Court 
But John J Wilson and Frank M 
Strickler, attorneys for Haldeman 
and Khrlichman, said they believed 


there 
would 
not be any 
more 
appeals 
"My thoughts are this is the end of 
the line," Strickler said "I think 
we’ve 
exhausted 
all 
reasonable 
avenues for review That’s my gut 
feeling, and my gut feelings almost 
never change " 
Wilson, usually an ebullient man, 
let Strickler do the talking. "If we 
take any action, it won’t be before 
Monday,” he said 
Strickler said he would give the 
matter "careful review 


If it was the end of the line, the

Sheriff, DA candidates air views

Two sheriff’s candidates failed to 
make a forum of Lompoc Valley 
Democratic Club last night, but the 
incumbent sheriff did, and so did the 
incumbent district attorney and his 
challenger. 
Michael J. Palmer, club president 
called the forum to order in El 
Camino School shortly before 8 
p.m., 
and 
promptly 
introduced 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter, possibly 
because 
"he has no opposition 
tonight." Challengers Lt. Merlin L. 
McCune and Capt. Roberg Waugh 
were not on hand. 
Carpenter told an audience of 
about 75 persons that he was running 
for reelection on the record of his 
first, nearly four years in office. 
He cited his upgrading of training 
for deputies, the 
institution of 
modern psychological testing and 
the upgrading of patrol deputies as 
prime factors behind a five per 
cent reduction in burglary and 
a 
radical increase in the number of 
narcotics arrests. 
Carpenter said a newly constituted 
county-wide narcotics task force 
had recently seized nearly a half 
million dollars in heroin which had 
been destined for county addicts. 
He spoke with pride of the 
departm ent’s 
work 
furlough 
program and said the county jail 
recently held a first graduation to 
confer a high school diploma earned 
in jail. 
Carpenter said he was grateful to 
the Lompoc area, because it was 
voters here who provided the punch 
that resulted in his election four 
years ago. 
It was during presentations by the

Inmates give up 
hostages in 
Manhattan jail 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Three 
inmates 
who held 
four guards 
hostage throughout the night in a bid 
for 
freedom 
from 
lower 
Manhattan’s gloomy, overcrowded 
Federal House of Detention gave up 
their weapons, released the guards 
and surrendered today after amnes­ 
ty was promised. 


The prisoners — Ernest Moore, 
John Boston and Spencer Chin 
—frustrated after six months in 
detention awaiting trial on bank 
robbery 
charges, 
seized 
seven 
guards shortly after 10:30 p.m. 
Thursday but three escaped. 


The inmates were armed with 
knives and two pistols passed to 
them through a broken first floor 
window of the building, a converted 
garage 
designed 
to 
hold 
137 
prisoners but jammed this week 
with more than 400. 


With dozens of police in bullet­ 
proof 
vests 
and 
carrying 
shotguns surrounding the prison, 
authorities negotiated with the three 
men throughout the night.

The announcement was made

Supervisor Francis Beattie and W.

Both had requested that the state 
provide 
this 
area 
with 
extra 
gasoline allotments because while 
gas is allocated to local stations on 
the basis of 1972 sales volume, the 
area 
supports one 
third fewer 
stations now than then. 


In other words, Beattie explained, 
when 1972 was set as a base period 
for gas allocation purposes, Lompoc 
was not given credit for its gas 
stations that have closed since then. 
The 1972 sales of the since closed 
gas stations were not considered in 
arriving at the Lompoc allotments 
With local stations running short 
of

skimpy 
monthly 
allotments 
before 
the following 
month’s shipments could arrive, the 
city began to sprout blocks long 
lines of cars at the few stations open 
toward the end of the month. 
"They didn’t give me the exact 
percentage they were going to give 
us," Beattie said."

Nixon subpoenaed 
for materials 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Special 
Prosecutor 
Leon 
Jaworski 
has 
subpoenaed President Nixon for 
more 
Watergate 
materials, 
but 
neither the White House nor the 
prosecutor’s office will disclose 
what documents are being sought. 
Disclosure of the subpoena came 
Thursday 
during 
a 
televised 
interview with Jam es St. Clair, 
Nixon’s chief Watergate attorney, 
who acknowledged on the NBC 
Today program that the White 
House received the subpoena last 
Friday. 
The House Judiciary Committee, 
meanwhile, continued its party-line 
wrangle over just what part St. Clair 
will play in the panel’s inquiry into 
possible grounds for impeaching 
Nixon. 
The White House lawyer wants to 
be able to question witnesses and 
inspect evidence gathered by the 
com m ittee 
staff—a 
proposal 
opposed by Democrats. 


During Tuesday night’s televised 
question-and-answer session with 
broadcast executives in Houston. 
Nixon was asked if he would honor a 
subpoena 
by 
the 
Judiciary 
Committee. 
In replying, he hinted he would not 
accept a committee subpoena, but 
said nothing about already receiving 
a subpoena from Jaworski. 
Asked to explain this, deputy 
White House press secretary Gerald 
Warren replied that Nixon was 
specifically asked about a Judiciary 
Committee subpoena and that his 
reply was addressed to that question 
only. 
Was Nixon aware of the Jaworski 
subpoena Tuesday night? a reporter 
asked. 
"Of course," Warren replied. 
The President has repeatedly 
refused to give the committee 42 
tapes and documents the panel 
claims 
are 
necessary 
for 
its 
investigation.

Kissinger to Moscow 
for talks with leaders

Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
told President Nixon today he will 
be leaving for Moscow at midnight 
Saturday for talks with Soviet 
leaders in preparation for Nixon's 
Soviet visit in June. 
Kissinger called on Nixon in his 
Oval Office to discuss details of his 
forthcoming 
talks. 
During 
a 
photographic session, Kissinger said 
he expected to meet with Soviet 
Premier Leonid I. Brezhnev in a 
hunting lodge about 130 miles north 
of Moscow. 
Nixon asked if it was anything like 
Brezhnev’s dasha, which is closer to 
Moscow. 


"It is less elaborate, it is more 
like 
Camp 
David," 
Kissinger 
replied. 


Nixon 
asked 
Kissinger if he 
expected to get a little time off 
before beginning the long talks 
ahead, and Kissinger nodded in 
affirmation. 


Kissinger said he expects to stop 
over in Bonn Sunday for refueling, 
and will arrive in Moscow Sunday 
night. 
Because a unanimous vote would 
be necessary, Kissinger does not 
believe the Mideast oil embargo will 
be reimposed when the Arab nations 
meet later this spring.

Jules Berman won approval 
of the County Subdivision 
Committee Thursday in his 
bid for time extensions for 
two 
lapsing 
subdivision 
tentative maps. 
The committee acceded 
to the request of Berman, 
through his counsel. Stanley 
Abbott, 
for 
one-year 
extensions of proposed 20- 
unit 
and 
six-unit 
developments 
of 
10-acre 
plus lots on 
the ranch 
property west of Goleta. 


Committee 
chairman 
Britt Johnson, who is county 
planning director, assured 
Abbott that a further one- 
year extension would be 
possible if needed, as Abbott 
recited 
continuing 
water 
problems 
facing 
the 
intended 
controversial 
developm ents. 
Both 
proposed developments are 
in the Goleta Water District 
which 
has 
imposed 
a 
moratorium on new water 
connections. 


The projects have been 
stymied despite approval by 
the Board of Supervisors in 
split votes. 
Abbott said despite board 


approval, the tracts never 
went to record, with the six 
lot project turned down by 
the 
coastal 
conservation 
commission 
as 
growth- 
inducing 
“ leap 
frog” 
development. 
The coastal commission 
had 
felt 
the 
larger 
development 
out 
of 
its 
jurisdiction, but now it is 
felt the tip of the tract area 
is within the 1.000 yard 
range of the ocean. 


A 
realignment 
of 
the 
latter tract is planned to 
bypass 
commission 
jurisdiction, 
while 
the 
strategy is to keep the 
smaller tract “ alive” in 
hopes 
it 
may 
somehow 
survive the state turndown. 
The smaller tract said 
Abbott, was originally part 
of 
a 
previous 
approved 
tract. Lots in this tract were 
sold except for the six. but 
no homes have been built. 


Bomb threat clears 
Santa Maria airport 


SANTA MARIA (UPI) — A bomb scare forced the 
evacuation of the Santa Maria airport when state Sen. 
H.L. Richardson, R-Arcadia, was holding an airport 
news conference Thursday. 
Security guards found a ticking device with a clock 
and wires. It proved to be a phoney, experts said. 
The device was found during a routine inspection by 
security men accompanying the legislator in the wake 
of bomb and kidnap threats. Officials said there was 
no advance warning. 
Richardson, an outspoken conservative, has been 
protected by security guards on orders from Attorney 
General Evelle Younger. 
The senator completed the news conference and 
then went on to Lompoc for another.

Cutbacks led to 
poor mail service, 
study charges 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
The 
General 
Accounting 
Office 
(GAO) 
has 
told 
Congress a deterioration in 
mail service in 1972 and 
early 1973 resulted from 
manpower 
cutbacks 
and 
other economies as the 
service tried to get itself on 
a pay as-you-go basis. 
The GAO, which acts as a 
watchdog for Congress, said 
it would be necessary to 
speed 
up 
the 
service’s 
mechanization 
efforts 
if 
revenues are ever to cover 
costs 
because 
future 
operating 
expenses 
are 
bound to go up, especially in 
the labor area. 
The agency said labor 
costs also are rising faster 
than 
p ro d u ctivity, 
complicating the problem. 
“ The average postal salary 
increased almost 60 per cent 
from 1956 through 1967,” the 
report 
said, 
“ although 
productivity 
remained 
virtually constant.” 


The GAO’s findings were 
based on a survey of 13 
major cities undertaken at 
the request of the House and 
Senate 
Post 
O ffice 
committees and individual 
congressmen disturbed by 
complaints of poor services 
from their constituents.

State, U.S. provided 
bulk of county cash 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - For the first 
time in 19 years, county governments got 
most of their money from other govern­ 
ment agencies for fiscal year 1972-73. 
State Controller Houston Flournoy said 
Thursday that 51 per cent or $2.85 billion of 
the counties’ total income of $5 58 billion 
came from state, federal, or other sources. 
It happened the last time in fiscal 1953- 
54. 
Flournoy said at that time the counties 
had a gross income of $769 million and they 
got 52 per cent or $379 million from other 
government agencies. 
State tax relief reimbursements and 
federal revenue sharing were the most 
significant factors in the growth of aid 
from state and federal sources, Flournoy 
reported 
The reimbursement program accounted 
for $106 million while revenue sharing 
resulted in proceeds of $277.5 million. 
Total property tax collections of $1.9 


billion were included in the counties 
revenue picture 
Flournoy 
said 
state 
and 
federal 
contributions “ undoubtedly” restricted th<i 
growth of property tax revenue He noted it 
was only up 1.67 per cent compared with 
15.17 per cent the previous year and 30 4 
per cent the year before 
In his annual report on county financial 
transactions, Flournoy said total expendi 
tures were up 5 8 per cent over th<* 
previous year while revenues increased 8 7 
percent. 
The report showed that county revenue, 
exclusive of bond income, was $368 6 
million more than their expenditures 
during 1972-73. 
The general obligation bonded debt for 
all counties was put at $153.2 million. 
Revenue bonds accounted for another 
$11.4 million while various classifications 
of

million

resigns his pastorate 


After seven years as 
pastor of First Southern 
Baptist Church, Dr. W. B. 
Timberlake has submitted 
his 
resignation effective 
April 1. In his seven years 
and three months of service 
the 
local 
church 
has 
completed a beautiful new 
auditorium seating 600 in 
padded pews on the main 
floor, and balcony space for 
200 more when needed. 
There 
have 
been 
1115 
additions to the church rolls 
during his ministry. In an 
average of one baptism per 
Sunday for seven years, 355 
young people and adults 
have 
been 
baptized 
by 
immersion after profession 
of faith in Jesus Christ. 
In the past year a bus 
ministry with two busses, 
has been started. Children’s 
World, a day care center, 
has been opened with 25 
children enrolled for day 
care. 
The 
church 
is 
approved for 40 children and 
the school is growing. 
Last year was the best in 
many 
ways. 
A 
record 
amount of money, $99,000 
was raised. In January of 
this year a new church 
budget was subscribed in 
two Sundays. Attendance at 
Sunday Bible study has been 
running 
over 
300 
most 
Sundays and the church 
Training 
Union 
hour 
attendance is close to 150 
each Sunday evening. 
The church valuation with 
improvements 
to 
old 
buildings and addition of the 
new carpeted auditorium 
with top of the line padded 
pews, paneling and pulpit 
furniture, is appraised at 
over $500,000. Tlie church 
owes only $126,000 in church 
bonds. 
Asked 
why 
he 
is 
resigning, 
the 
Rev. 
Timberlake says he needs 
two or three months to rest. 
He pointed out that in ^ 
years of service as pastor in 
California he has pastored 
four churches, leading large 


building programs in three 
of these. He was president 
of the state convention, 
member of the executjve 
committee of the executive 
board, trustee for Golden 
Gate Baptist Seminary for 
ten years, and is trustee of 
California Baptist College 
as well as a member of 
national committees. 
He is also state president 
of the Council on Alcohol 
Problems and has been 
called upon for revivals ai^ 
enlargement campaigns in 
other churches. He is a co­ 
author of the Baptist Faith 
and 
Message 
which 
provides guidelines for the 
12,000,000 
member 
denomination. 
After a trip to Hawaii and 
a mission tour of Mexico for 
two or three months. Dr. 
and Mrs. Timberlake will be 
available for service in 
some 
other 
church 
in 
California. 
‘‘Lompoc is a wonderful 
place, says Dr. Timberlake, 
“and if I was ready to 
retire, it would be here. The 
service here has been a 
terrific challenge. We feel 
we have been a missionary 
church.’’ 
The Rev. B.A. Rogers, 
retired former pastor of the 
local church, will be its 
interim pastor for three 
months whUe a regular 
pastor is sought.

Then they confiscated his robe and 
gambled over it, (that garment of no 
seam was of much demand). 
They hoisted him high into the air, 
there the nails pinched his flesh to 
the wooden cross. They pierced his 
side, spat on him, stoned him and 
mocked his very name. Yet they 
treated him as a King, for on his 
brow was placed a crown of thorns 
and when he asked for drink, they 
gave him vinegar. 
This man was persecuted all his 
life for what he believed, and never 
once did his faith waver, or let sin 
become a part of his nature.

The Braves’ owners want Hank to 
save the Big Ones (714 and 715) for 
Atlanta. Someone should tell them 
that Aaron’s next two homers come 
under the classification of natural 
occurrences, like tidal waves and 
rainbows, the scheduling of which 
are traditionally left to someone 
higher

Secrecy 


For 
the 
citizen 
public, 
there 
is 
encouraging news reported recently in the 
Congressional Quarterly. 
The number of congressional committee 
meetings held in secret has dropped off 
sharply for the first time in at least twenty 
years. 
A recent Congressional Quarterly study 
shows that only 16 per cent of all 1973 
committee and subcommittee sessions 
were closed to the public and press 
compared with 40 per cent in 1972 and 
similar figures for the past 20 years. 
Most attribute the reduction to a March, 
1973 House decision to require each 
committee and subcommittee either to 
draft legislation in the open or take a 
public vote on the question of closed 
meetings. A similar proposal was rejected 
in the Senate. 
In 1973, House committees were closed 
only 10 per cent of the time to the public 
while 25 per cent of Senate Committees' 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


business was conducted behind closed 
doors. 
House committees on Armed Service, 
Appropriations and Ways and Means were 
closed more often than other House 
committees even though they were open 
more often than in past years. 
Senate Committees on Armed Services, 
Rules and Administration and Public 
Works were the most secretive. 
There are reasons for closed door 
sessions, national security being, no doubt, 
one of the most important reasons and 
consequently 
an 
explanation 
for 
the 
Armed Services Committee being one of 
the most secretive. But it is difficult, if not 
impossible, to figure why Public Works 
and Rules and Administration Committees 
of the Senate are ranked so high on the 
secret list. 
But some progress in our right to know 
is better than none and it appears that such 
progress is being made. 


Nixon loyalists 


WASHINGTON — A fascinating 
phenomenon is the persistence of 
the Nixon loyalists regardless of the 
President's ups and downs in the 
Watergate whirlpool. In fact, it 
often seems that the more desperate 
his plight the more the loyalists 
rally to his side. 


Almost every’ poll 
shows that 25 per 
cent of those ques­ 
tioned approve of 
the President. This 
may be no more 
than the hard core 
of the Republican 
party which, as the 
polls also show, has 
been 
reduced 
in 
terms 
of popular 
preference 
to 
a 
lower standing than 
at any time since 
polling began. 


But I believe it’s more than mere 
party loyalty. In a recent exposure 
to the conservative and the rich it 
was revealing how far the passion of 
the zealots goes. And they are 
zealots, no mistaking that. 
Mail that has come to me in 
recent weeks shows this same zeal. 
Partly it appears to be inspired by 
an organization proclaiming the 
cause of fairness to the President. 
This same organization calls for a 
boycott of “ sponsors who defame 
the presidency.” 
For the loyalists the villian in the 
piece 
is 
the 
media. 
Slanted 
newspapers 
and 
television 
commentators are out to destroy the 
President and. they add, in letters 
coming to me, one of the greatest 
Presidents we have ever had. One of 
my 
less 
flattering 
readers. 
A 
woman in Quincy, 111., wrote as 
follows: 


"Most of the time I ignore your 
silly tirades as they are childish. 
But this insufferable egotism of 
yours, which suggests Congress is 
being 
lax 
on 
impeachment 
proceedings, is more than I can 
take. 


“ The 
reason 
Congress 
is 
hesitating is because most decent 
people know there is no reason for 
it. If they should do that, there will 
be chaos because most people who 
voted for this brilliant President 
want him in command and just 
because he makes most columnists 
especially you and Joseph Kraft look 
like schoolboys is no reason for 
impeachment.” 


A 
reader 
in 
Ohio 
takes 
a 
somewhat less passionate view: 
“ To seek the impeachment of a 
President because he might be 
unpopular or because a standard of 
behavior 
to 
the 
President 
not 


applied 
to his predecessors or 
critics or other public figures is 
hypocritical 
or 
even 
morally 
criminal 
. . . 
to 
seek 
an 
impeachment 
hearing 
in 
an 
atmosphere of hysteria and one 
which would be conducted by his 
political enemies is unjust and 
amounts to advocacy of a political 
coup d' etat.” 
A reader in Louisville writes, 
“ you don’t know the meaning of 
fairness. Do you think the Johnson 
and Kennedy administrations were 
spotless? Or is it that you and others 
didn’t have a vendetta against 
them? The rotten, unfair media and 
press — yes. rotten, slanted and 
biased! We are sick of it and you.” 
The reluctance to impeach has 
been 
shown 
in 
fairly 
sizeable 
majorities in poll after poll. This is 
partly due to the cult of the 
presidency which has grown up with 
the even increasing concentration of 
power in the office of the chief 
executive. 
But it can also be ascribed to the 
identity of the citizen with the 
President. He is “ our President,” 
our leader and to slander him is like 
slandering the flag. President Nixon 
understands this very well and much 


of his rhetoric is directed at this 
vein of loyalty and respect for the 
office. 
The effort is to make it seem that 
it is not Richard Nixon who is under 
attack 
but 
the 
office 
of 
the 
presidency 
and 
therefore, 
by 
inference, the great men who have 
held 
that 
office 
from 
George 
Washington onward. 
No one can question that the 
country was deeply divided by the 
Vietnam war and the pressures of 
amnesty and those missing in action 
linger on as a heritage of that war. 
Would the impeachment process 
going on through a lengthy trial of 
the President by the Senate divide 
the country? Whatever the final 
outcome, it seems to me that 
question must be faced. 
Phenomena of passionate political 
conviction have recurred in our 
political history. While Franklin 
Roosevelt had his idolaters, he also 
had the uncompromising hatred of 
many who never forgave him for the 
social changes carried out under the 
new deal. 
Those passions are spent and we 
must hope that we are strong 
enough to come through the current 
upheaval.

Employe housing 


What seems to be a glaring 
oversight in the management of 
state property has been accidentally 
brought to light by the State Board 
of Control. 
It all started last summer when 
the Board, sparked by disclosures 
that State College Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke is occupying a $350,000 Bel 
Air mansion for which he pays only 
$136 a month rent, ordered a 
complete review of the state’s 
rental policies.

The Board then learned that about 
3000 employes live in state owned 
housing. The rent charged Dumke 
represents the maximum on a 
descending rental scale based upon 
the number of rooms and the age of 
the dwellings. 
Queried as to why the state didn’t 
follow the normal practice of basing 
rents upon the value of the property 
brought the answer that the values 
were not known. In other words, the 
state 
has 
failed 
to 
properly 
inventory its rental property. 
Neither has it kept cost accounting 
records on the maintenance of the 
rentals. Lacking these records the 
possibility is that thé state is not 
getting a proper return on its 
investments in rental properties. 
The Board deemed the present 
approach to rent schedules to be as 
archaic as the policies which led to 
the furnishing of homes in the first 
place. That dates back to the days 
when there was a lack of housing 
within reasonable distances of the 
employment. 
Also 
there 
was 
thought to be a benefit to the state in 
having the employe live on the 
premises so as to be available in 
emergencies. 
The growth of the state with its 
attendant housing developments has 
provided 
private 
housing 
convenient 
to 
all 
employment 
excepting some isolated situations. 
And with the advent of the 40 hour 
week and overtime pay thereafter 
the securing of “ free” services 
from 
employes 
is 
no 
longer 
appropriate. 
So the policy has changed and 
most departments no longer desire 
to provide housing for employes. 
Still there remains many residences 
for which some use has seemed 
desireable until the buildings can be 
phased out in an economically 
feasible way. 
Nevertheless the Board concluded 
that unless the rentals charged have 
a realistic relationship to property 
values the state is in the position of 
violating the equal pay for equal 
work concept of state employment. 
It therefore ordered a review and a 
new rent schedule. 


The 
report 
was 
due 
last 
December. But time has dragged 
and still no report. It was the plea by 
the staff that the appraising of each 
dwelling would be a mammoth 
undertaking which brought to light 
the fact that the state has not 
properly 
inventoried 
its 
rental 
properties. 
There was also some resistance 
expressed to the Board’s contention 
that rents should be based on the 
value of the residences. It was 
suggested that some employes could 
not afford to live in state owned 
homes if they were required to pay 
rent in accordance with appraised 
values. 
Board member Lew Clingan had a 
prompt answer for that. “ Then let 
them move out and we will rent it to 
someone who can or convert the 
property to other use. ” 
Clingan’s remarks went to the 
heart of the problem. The inequity 
of 
furnishing 
homes 
to 
some 
employes but not to others doing the 
same work. 
It is expected the Board will adopt 
a new rent schedule along the lines 
proposed last September but only as 
an interim step pending a full report 
reflecting appraised values of the 
properties.
